Applicant argues that Barnes does not disclose an "internet protocol-based cellular telephone communications system" since Barnes 
teaches a "global packet radio service." Examiner, respectfully, disagrees with Applicant's argument. Barnes teaches (1) that the system 
comprises an IP network (see Fig. 4) and (2) that the system comprises a cellular telephone communications system (GSM) (col. 1, lines 
17-53). Thus, Barnes discloses an "internet protocol-based cellular telephone communications system." 

Applicant further argues that Barnes does not disclose that the FA and HA are coupled to a separate router rather than each other. 
Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. In Fig. 4, Barnes discloses that the GSN/HA (a router) (ref. 254) couples FA (ref. 258, 272, and 284) to 
HA (ref. 270). Here Examiner does not eliminate the "router" element from Applicant's claim by imputing it to the HA and FA since clearly 
the GSN/HA (ref 254) is a separate node from the HA (ref. 270) and FA (ref. 258,272, and 284). 

Applicant also argues that the Examiner has "eliminated" the "handoff server" element from Applicant's claim 6 by imputing it to the HA. 
Again, Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. In the rejection, Examiner equates the "handoff server" with ref. 254 and the HA with ref. 270. 
Again, Examiner maintains that these are separate elements, as evidenced by their separate reference numbers. Thus, Examiner has not 
"eliminated" the handoff server. 
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
